REPRBSENTATION FOR THB AG- 
RlCULTTTttAIi DISTRICTS, 



T!io liill to give Uepreseiilutivea io Coiv- 
ichan ami Comux was brought up for its 
second rending yoslerday. Its intention is 
lo provide ono member lor the five distriols 
generally known collecliveiy os Oowicban, 
which include* all ttie' tract of cbiin'try 'set- 
tled in that nciybboihood about 15 inontbs 
ago, and oiiu for what is known ns the 
Comax District. These two setlleraents 
stand upon an equal footing 80 far at their 
rights to representation are coocerned. The 
alatistics furnished to tbo ffonso by the 
mover of the bill show that thero is a con- 
siderable rcsiJi'nt i)opulation, consisting prin- 
cipally of English, Scotch und Cuuadiiins, 
and tbo proposed new districts would have 
constitueociea uomcrically larger than some 
of those DOW eetidiog members to Parlia- 
nieot. Tbe class of settlers i« these out- 
lying districts are for the most puit men ol 
small capital, who luivo taken up land for 
ino purpose of waking themsclvos homes in 
the wildernoEs, and arc bestowing their labor 
vbicb is to them capital) io briDging what 
yre may almost call tbe only available agri- 
cultural land in the colony into cultivation. 
'J'he position of thcfe fanners is synonymous 
with that of the elcclots in the Salt Spring 
Island dialricl — lliey Imvo for llio most part 
pre-empted their land. Some few have pur- 
cfaased in addition lo tbat which Ibey have 
taken up. We are surprised that Mr- 
Yount,' should oppose the Bill on Ihc ground 
that llie settlers Imve paid no tax into tho 
Treasury witli lliu c.\ccpliuu of the fee for 
rcgislering their clainia if thpv huvo not done 
done so it is scarcely a ground lor excluding 
them from represootation in the legislature, 
for we should be puzzled to Icnotv what 
taxes to levy directly from these young set- 
tlers, but thoy have been positively assessed 
for tho road tax — and if they have not paid 
money into the Treasury, is the value of their 
statutory labor to be ignored. If the Colo- 
nial Secretary will talto tbe trouble to in- 
quire amongst th'e'Cowicban settlers be will 
find that there is no indisposition to be taxed 
cquliably and rateably with the benefits that 
they are to derive from that taxation. At 
present it is all important lo the success of 
agriculture in these districts that roads 
.should be constructed which wi|l enable the 
'farniera lb reach a ma'rkel with their pro- 
duce; ihcy are paying their quota to the 
construction of these roads, and in llieir 
present position il would ba most unjust to 
call upon them for the payment of'iiny other 
tax ; until their land is surveyed by govern- 
ment tboy have no complete title to it, and ui> 
til they are in that respect put upon an equoliiy 
with luud-owners in the older settled parts of 
ike colony, ihey cannot equitably be taxed in 
an equal ratio with iheui. The hon. member 
in opposing the Uill, said that it was a slur 
upon the House to suppose tbat the interests 
of these districts would not be suffioiently 
watched and attended id by the Hoiise collec- 
tively, without the presence ol representatives 
in that House to watch their particular 
interests. This remark would surely be ap- 
plicable equally to any other constituency in 
the colony, and if it bos any weight in it at 
all, would ratber apply to those districts which 

'arc within the reach and kribwicdgo of all 
the members than lo remoter settlements. 
What is everybody's business is generally un- 
dertaken by nobody, anj if our country 
farmers are to depend upon the House gener- 
ally for representation, wo fear they will lock 
roads and other assistaDco to which they are 
entitled at the bands of the Legislalpre for a 

long time. 

THE DEBATE. 

It is a matter of regret to all whii are 
looking boyon<l the present time for the effect 
nnJ result ol words, deeds, and actions, that 
a question of such infinite importance us that 
of union should be suffered to subside into a 
mere party question, such, however, for the 
present, at least, seems likely to bo its fiitc. 
Political and personal feelings are alinweJ 
to usurp the place of calm reasoning iiov.'crs 
in debating upon this nil important measure 
if the piesoDt tone of discussion were likely 
to lead to a thorough exposition on.. tbe one 
bond of the ndvants'ges and tho counter- 
balancing risks and dangers which a union 
would be likely to bring in its train ; and, on 
tho oilier, of the possible disailranlages 
which, as rpgards tho iiidivitlual prosperity 
of each colony, may be tho result of separate 
goTernmcnts, we should not deplore it, but 
no one can conscientiously point to snch a 
result as probable. Tho opponents of union 
do not appear to meet the question fairly, 
but rather endoav.ir to take advantage of 
every political nuumnivro to stilie tlie ([ues- 
tion, thereby showing a weakness in their 
posllion, which had ibcy supported their 
views with sound and honest argument, 
vould not have benn so apparent, the waver- 
ers might have been won over by lactitians, 
skilleil in debate, ami llie question would have 
resolved itself into one of union or .coparalion 
inslend of toing divided as il now is into sec- 
tions which seem to have separated the House 
of Assembly into"at least three porlies— 
those who are in favor of union, those who 
support the medium course of federation and 
the nnti-iinionists— these three parties are 
again apparently split up into factions, and 
■whilst some are taunted as being hostile to 
tbe mainteDance of tbe free port, others are 
assailed as tbe advocates of a paid represen- 
tation. Now these questions are both in 
themselves of considerable importance and 
cannot fairly be disiiosod of in a factious 
parly (■i)irit, and at present it would ajipear 
to be latal to the interests of Victoria to 
abandon altogether tho free trade system 
which has, wo' may say, made the city, and 
wo oienol far outside ol ihe mark if wo in- 
clude the prosperity of the whole colony in 
that of this city. We cannot at present 
afford to separate the interests cf afrricnlluro 
and commerce, and although tho time may 
come when il will be possible to draw ci dis- 
tinction we trust it is far oflf, for we cannot 
hope to' go into a union with tho sister colony 
'on n foir basis if our own House is to bo divi- 
ded into two distinct parties or factions ; 
and if on tho present occasion the whole 
(luestion is suffered, by coalition of tho niili- 
uniunists ond tho federalists lo lapse into liiat 
of o federol uriion ot none, tho protracted de- 
sbate that has taken place will have failed to 
effect any serious good to the colony, for 
it will liavo essentially lailed to elicit tho 
true feeling ot tho llouso iqion Llic, main 
q«csl',on. Far better would ba tbo adopliou 
of tbo poslponemeol desired by tho oiiginal 
mover and his supporters. An opportunity 
veuld then have been given to elicit poblio 
feeling In this colony and also lo British Co- 
lumbia rospseting this momentous qncstion, 



'ttUdrirSnbrable members who are now waver- 
ing, and hardly prepared to say aye or no to 
union, would have some chance ol making up 
their miuJa. In Iho whole debate we are sur- 
prised to uolico how litilo stress has been laid 
upon the possible disadvantages which may 
arise from a separate governmeDl. Honor- 
able members have been ao pre-occDpied>witb 
the question of union, and the politicaf crys 
which have so unfairly been brought to bear 
upon it, that they seem to think it unneces- 
sary to give duo consideration to the conso- 
queuces ol a system of governmeut which 
may lend to separate the interests of the two 
colonies. Let tbo supporters of: anian:b9'on 
their guard lest their opponent8''8l6'iil'a"march 
upon them. If the resolutions of the Speaker 
are passed, iho question of a complete union 
m jjl for the present bo shelved. If tho col- 
ony is not ripe lor a union, the poslppnement 
is not to be depi-ccaled, but the issue should 
be fairly tried, and to endeavor to make it 
hinge upon political nud party views, shows 
that it is not the wish of the present House 
to discuw the .questions fairly on ii< merits.

DEATH IN THE WOODS—COR. 
ONBRS XNQTTBST. 

The Coroner, Dr. Dickson, held nn inquest 
yedtcrday, ai the Royal 0;ik Tarerc, on the 
^paanicb^! road,- in the presenaa^af^ajury of 
ron/teeo, iohnf jVan/Alhioii foMman, on the 
body of tha mad, name nnkoown, whose 
bones were fooad ia the woods near the 

i'oyalOak. J, A §^ ' 

The jury proce'eai(S*W»l«w the' body'of 
the dooaasud, and Dr. Davie was desired to 
eiainine and report upon il to the inquest. 

Gideon Halnrow, sworn, ^aid — I am by 
occupation a carpeiitor ; about three years 
ago a man, who Irora hm ropro.senlntiuus 1 
look lo lie a surveyor, came lu my liuuso ; ho 
was iiol of sounil mini and iiieiiiiiry; lie was 
in height about 5 feat (i inches ; about ;i;l 
years uf ago ; -dark broi\n hair ; wuil' a blue 
coat ; don't rumeniber tho color of his trow- 
sarp ; around hia person there was a belt 
with a knife in it; lio carried a pack and 
double-barreled gun ; wore Iour booid and a 
dark colored hat. There was this peculiarity 
about his lieiiil ;» hich ailracted my attention : 
p.isteiiorly and latterally there was a very con- 
siderable projection, but on which aide 1 can- 
not say, to the best of my recollection it was 
on the right. Ho was supposed to have bean 
killed by tho ludians in North Sannich, 
where ho built a small house, and about the 
time lo which 1 have referred suddenly dis- 
appeared, and since thou has not been hjcii. 
The blue cout which lies by tho rouiains 
corresponds wilh the one tha man had on 
who came to my house. He spoke plain 
Fugliah ; don't know lo what cuiioiry 'az be- 
longed : 

Dr. Davie, M.RO.S., sworn, said he had 
examined the remains of the. daoeased, they 
were those of a male, about the age of thirty, 
nna about 5 feet 6 or 7 inches in stainre. l lic 
nlun bone of eaob arm was broken off, also 
the fibula of the right side. They warn 
entirely denuded of Sesb, aiid must have 
been ciposail to tho action of the air some 
two or three or perhaps lour years. Tho 
loriiialiou <;f the head was peculiar, on the 
lelt Hide, posteriorly, there waa a very eoii- 
si lcrablu pngectiun. Did not think ibu head 
is that of a i Indian. Could out say what was 
the causa of dijath. 

The Coroner hare staled that thia was all 
the tnalimony which could at present be ad- 
duced, and directed tho jury to iind a verdict 
in nccurdanca with the facts in evidence 
before them without giving consideration to 
their own private opinions. The uatura uf 
the vcidict should ba eucti ua to ailinil ofltio 
introduction of further evidence herenfler. 

T'he jury after a brief deliberation relurupd 
the follnwiiig verdict :" That the said un- 
known man came to his death in Lake Dis- 
tricl, about two, three, or four years ai,'u, but 
how or by what means there is not snliieiunt 
evidence before the jury lo know." 

After Iho tcrminuli in of the ciu|uiry the 
Coroner ordered the bones to ba decently in- 
terred.

He 
thought it was a slight on this House to 
think that wc could not lake care of Ihe iii- 
tereats of these settlers without a member 
from t'lem in tho House. He would oppose 
tho bill on constiluiicnal grounds. 

Mr. Duncan said lhat before opposing this 
bill ho thought the colonists themaolvea 
should be asked if they were ready to con- 
tribute their share ol tha taxes. Ho in- 
stanced SuW. Spring Island ns having cent a 
moinber for several sessions, and ho iljought 
they had not contributed much lo liie revenue 
of iha country. 

Mr. liayley .spoke ir. favor of the bill, 
Ihiiiking tl'iat the solllers there had as i.niich 
rii;lit 10 volo ns these members who had 
bought l^v^o tracts uf land fur speculatiuR 
Ihrnuglioul the country. 

Mr. DeCosmoB understood that tho set- 
tlers had paid thoir pre-omplion foes, and had 
thus contracted wilh iho Government for a 
title, and it wag known that a contract for a 
title in Victoria would give the holder a vote, 
I'rc-emplors in oilier districts also hud votes, 
why should not the settlers in these districts 7 
Aa to taxation, be thought that the principle 
advanced by the hon. Colonial Secretary 
would not hold good. In order to encourage 
agriculture some districts had been exempted 
from ta.ves altogether, but wero not thus do 
prived oT represantatioD. 

.Mr. Burnaby said that if tho bill wero 
passed ho Ih inglit that provision should be 
made lur llui duo tavulinn of the seUleineiilJ. 

Bill passed uininiiiiuiisly. 

STAMP ACl . 

Mr. UcCosnios, in moving ih:: second read- 
ing of this act, said be had some hesitation in 
approaching this measure, which had coat a 
former House so muoh time and labor. But 
this Act had not yet boon put. iiJ foil force, 
aud by this bill he proposed the former act 
might ooly be suspended, aod COIild be en- 
forced at pleasure. 

Dr. Tolmie said (bat the Siamp Act bad 
indeed coat much trouble and the reason that 
it had iii't been enforced was the change in 
Ihe currency to a decimal one. Tha Stamp 
Act was one of ihe few means of raising 
money hnre, and ha would certainly Vote for 
its reteiiiioii, as the lion, member had given 
no rois iiis for its repeal. 

.Mr. lioCosmos showed that it coniplioated 
business Iransactioiifi , it tended to llirow 
buMiiCss iiilo the hands of tha legal frater- 
nity ; it WHS in opposition lo tho principles 
of free ir.'de, and it threw grpat dillicollies 
in the way of Iho transfer ol real usia.e — a 
most sorioiis evil. 

Secoiiti re.i.ling passed, Messrs. Tolmie 
and Bnriia'i^y d::seij'ini.'. 

.Mr. DeCosnios r^isc In a f|iiestiuii of prin- 
ciple. He 'ound tliat in the Chionir.li; of yes- 
terday il was staled liiat tho hon. Col. Sec'y. 
bad made some slatcpients in relcrcnce to his 
(.Mr. DeC.'e) remnrke on a tarill'; these stale- 
inenls were incorrect, although perhaps the 
reporter had not hoard correctly or his ( Mr. 
DoCostnos) remarks had been niisuudcrstuod. 
Ho (Mr. DeOosmos) had said that the 
amount of goods imported here had boon 
brought lo order by tho domand ; he had uoi 
said that iho free pori had not brought them. 

Mr. Young explained that the hoD. gentle- 
man was quoting his (tho Colonial Secreta- 
ry's) speech, not his own, Tho proper place 
to bring up this matter was in coramiltec.

Mr. Bayley gave notice that he would 
move that returns of the recaipis and e.xpen- 
dituro for the Judicial Department of Nanni- 
mo, be loid before the House. 

He would also move for the establishment 
of steam postal fioipmunlcation .betwooo 
Victoriu and intermediate porta and' Nanai- 
mo and Coniiix. 

The House adjourned till to-morroff ( Fri- 
day) unless it should be bleamer day.

Amongst 
Ibe Bn'metoiis combinations forDied in all civi- 
lized oommuoitics for the promotion or ud- 
vuncemeot' of .particular objects, socialioa to 
foster alld encourage the growth of agricul- 
tural soiepce have for many years past held 
a promin^5t'pdsition. Ttiat theihutiliiy has 
bccu great'will'be readilx'^iidmlcted,' and no- 
whoro has that been proved more than in 
countries whose .,producti»e resources had 
b.-en hitherto i but impbtfcotly developed. 
T'lie iuipurlanee which bas.been attached lo 
thir object in our sister colonics has been 
such as to warrant it worthy of a huge 
amount of legislative assistance, and it is 
with the hope of drawing some aiteatioo to 
the matter from the " powers that be" that.I 
venture lo make any remarks uoob the sub- 
ject. The existing agrioultural society of the 
l.sUnd, ns now constituted, is far too limiud 
in its operulions and funds ever to prove of 
any real and lasting benefit, but with iho aid 
of (iovernmenl palronngo and support it 
minlit l)B made iho basis of an iuatitntion 
whose inlhience would [jrodiico resulls of no 
menu vnlua lo the cutuniunity at large. Tho 
lirge proportion of land in the colony which 
can never be mad'j nvaihiblo for agricnilurul 
purpoaea has been nrired aa a reason why 
ihe matter had not Huliicioiit weight to call 
for any such help being ^^ranled, but surely 
no stronger aruuiii nl can be iidiiucsd to 
show Iho necessity ol the (ioverninonl slriv- 
111^ 10 learn the people to make llie utmost of 
what iiiiiiorluuities they |)Ossesa, and the fact 
ol onr I'uMut!; de[i!'nil"nt iipun another eoiiiilry 
lor nearly all lii ■ food we coiiiiinie, H'lonid o! 
itself be a slriiii;,' r.-a-oii lor iIm Inllillnienl of 
thai duly, when '.vi! ullecl thai eiienmslances 
mi^'hl possibly nri-o whicli would mop our 
sujiidiea and leave us powerless to remedy 
the ee;l. The aid thus asked might be reii- 
dereil by tho ;iraiitiiig of .i ci'riain sum lo the 
present society, to be distributed in prem 
iniii.t, or, what would be far mure eHi-'cl- 
iinl, bv the establislunoiit of a board 
of u;;ricultiire, composed not wholly 
of .McraberR ol iho Legislature, but parlly 
ol eiich men oulsido the House whoso cx 
(•orience mighl render Iheiii eligible. The 
duties of auch a Hoard would ba to Jtrivo to 
introduce iiueh bteeil.s uf animals, varieties ol 
grain, seeds, or vegetublea. i nipleiiieiits ol 
hu.djundry, kc, niipht be thought adapted 
l;j the soil or oliniau- ; to encourage by ihe 
ulTcr of prenuums the eultivators ol the land 
to list and nrrivn at ils capabilities; to ap- 
point agents in tha difierent settlements who 
would report from time to time on the pro- 
gress made, and generally to encourage the 
improvement of agriuultaro by all means in 
their power. 

] I might also be within the province of 
such a body not only to enoourage the pro- 
duction of the ruw material, but also the 
conversion of il by manufaclure, thereby 
piomoling one step lo the ptcsiiority of any 
people, that of being their own providers. 

The subject is one of large and compre- 
hensive scope, and .though tne limiia of this 
commnnication will allow of its being but 
cur.sorily entered upon, yet il may perhaps, 
by its introdiiciion lead lo the rclleclioo of 
how lar;,'0 a field there is in which a BUiull 
aiiinunt nf pecuniary nssistance, backed by 
Biicigy and iiaiiuiiago, may bo made to pro- 
duce beneficial if not great results.

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Tlie Colorod Troops in the Assault on 
Fort ■Wnguer. 
We take the following, in relation lo the 
behaviour of the 54lb Massachusetts (colored) 
regiment, in that fatal but desperate assault 
on Fort Wagner, from the Now York Eiie;i- 
iitg Post : 

Fresh honors croivn the colored Iroops. So 
fully had their character for bravery and roll 
anoo buun established, lhat in'thaiieceut as 
saultupon Fori Wagner tbo ^4tb Massachu- 
setts were allowed to lead out veteran troops, 
nor did they (lo their honor bo it said) refuse 
'either the lead or thoir support. 

On lormiog them into line, Qeoeral Siiong, 
who bad^ by bis;soldiei ly and kind bearing 
toward them secured their ooofldojce, raising 
biS'itentoriah' voice, cried ont : " Is there a 
man here who thinks himself unable to sloop 
in that fort to night?" The earth rang with 
the thunder of their "No," Turniug to the 
color b?aror, he said, f Is there any man here 
to tuk^ his placo if this biave color beurar 
should fall '." With lifting of hands, and 
leaping, and almost yelling, all through the 
enthusiastic ranks, came tha response," Yea .' 
Ye !" 

From (ioDcral Strong himself, as he lay in 
the hospital four days nflervvard, sullering 
from hia ghasl'y wound, I le.irned lhat these 
inon iiad had no sleep for threu nights, no 
fou 1 since morning, and had m.irched several 
inilos." Under over of darkiiaas ihey 
stunned the fort, facing a stream of fire falter- 
ing not till iheir ranks were broken by 
shot and shell, and in nil these severe lesis, 
which would h.ive tried even veleran troops, 
" they fully met my expecluliuns," said ibe 
(Jeneral, '' lot- many ol lliem were killed, 
wounded or captured on llio walls of tho 
lort. No man broke lill fired upon." 

The Ijlh Connoclicut, who had honored 
ihomselves at Jacksonville co-operating with 
colored troop", supported the o-iih in tho as- 
su'ilt. Several ol the ulEcera lying in tho 
hospiul, c.inllrin lliu tosLimony of General 
Strong. The regiment wont in 700 strong, 
arid brougbc off oiily 33 J sound men. Of 17 
ofBcers, only three came out unhurt. Tlie 
rjumbar of killed I have not learned. 'About 
200 are now lying in our hospitals. Some 
who had propheKied that the colored man 
would not stand lire, but had finally yielded 
in his lavor, still contend ihut ghastly wounds 
and nuilerings, with slaughter and death of 
comrades, ifuuld i^uash all thoir love of free- 
dom and soldiering, aod silence tbe boasts of 
their friends. 

On the aeeoiid and loiirth Jays after the 
fight I pas-e.l through nearly all the wards 
of the hospital. On the seco.id day a very 
largo propoiiion of their wounds had not 
been dressed, and of course they wero very 
painful. Some lay with shaltei"»d legs or 
linns, or bolli ; others with limbs amputated, 
ri'ibel bullets, grape, shells and bayonets 
have made sad havoc. .Sl.uidiiig amidst a 
large nuniber, I said ; " Widl, boys, this was 
not a p.u-l of the pro_'rainiii',', '.vas U '/ " " Dli 
yes, indeed, wo e.<pee!c,l ti f:,ke ail that 
nomes,'' said siine. Oiliei i --aid, " i'tiank 
God, wo v.'oiil in lo live or die. ' 

It out of il, and home, how many would 
enli,s'. again ? With brightened faces and 
some raising of even wounded arms ur hands, 
all said, '' Oh, never give it up, till tho lust 
rebel be dead," or "tho last brother breaks 
his chains," or, " if all tho peuple get their 
freedom, wo oan aflord to die." 

Frank Myers, from Ohio, whoso arm was 
badly shattered by a shall, said : " Oh. I 
thank God so much for the privilege: I went 
in to liva or die ns he please.,' He stood 
rijjhl under ihe nplificd sword of their brave 
Colonel Shaw, on tho very lop of Ihc parapet, 
as he cried, '• rush on, rush on, boys ! '' and 
then suddenly fell, iiniekly followed by Myera 
himself. 

No man can pass among these sufferers, so 
patient, so cheerful, hear tiiem o.vpress their 
desire for a .speedy reoove;y, first and ( illy, 
that they may (llie almost universal e.vpr.'s- 
;ion) " Uy il over n:;uiii ; " also iboir liiui 
c iiivielion thai they are soldiers fur Jesus, lo 
help on his war ol freeduiii for all Ihe u\)- 
pressed, and not lie insjiired wilh deepest ab- 
horrence I r .shivery and nn uiiqneiichable 
desire for the freedom uf ih.eir race.
